An ingenious and complicated system of 
stealing, which in two years supplied its 
inventors with a $18,000 bank account, now 
to a great extent dissipated, was re- 
vealed yesterday in the arrest of John F. 
Kerr and Alfred L. Foley, one the cashier 
and the other the assistant manager of the 
manufacturing department of the Fleming 
H. Revell publishing company, 63 Washing- 
ton street. The two men have confessed to 
operating a fictitious printing firm and to 
receiving payment from the Revell company 
| for imaginary accounts, the money being 


vouchers and forging checks. 

A weakness for tropical fruits manifested 
by Kerr in wintry December proved the un- 
doing of the embezziers. Stanton & Co., 
Washington street dealers in table delicacies, 
asked Mr. Revell about Kerr’g financial 
standing, apropos of an extravagant account, 
and, with suspicion once aroused, * plot 
was disclosed. 

Previous Record of the Men. 

Foley has lived at 1427 West Congress 
street. He is 29 years of age, is married, 
and has one child 8 years of age. He has 
been employed by Revell two years at $1,200 
a year. He formerly worked for Donahue 
„ Henneberry, and while there manipulated 
the pay rolls of which he had charge. In 
that case he made restitution by giving his 
promissory notes for $800. 

Kerr is 36 years old and has lived with 
an 18-year-old wife at 1836 West Thirty- 
sixth street. He was convicted four years 
Jago of bigamy and sentenced to one year 
in the penitentiary but was pardoned forty- 
five days later by Govérnor Altgeld. He 
has been in the employ of Revell & Co. for 
two and a half years as cashier at $1,200. 
He formerly was employed by Nelson Mor- 
ris & Co. and by the Illinols Steel company. 

Both men are locked up in the County 
gall in default of bail bonds, which are fixed 
at 18.00 fer Kerr and $9,000.for Foley, 
They declare they lost and won h money 
in grain speculation on the Board of Trade. 


| Their Method of Fraud. 

To defraud the publishing house, Kerr and 
Foley constituted themselves a fictitious 
printing firm known as the Standard Print- 
ing company. The Revell company contracts 
for press work and supplies with the Regan 
Printing company, the J. C. Winship com- 


| pany, the Milwaukee Blank Book company, 


and the Paper Mills company. Bills from 
these firms are paid daily. Foley approved 
all such bills and Cashier Kerr signed the 
checks in payment. For the purpose of the 


| traud Kerr made out bills for bogus amounts 


purporting to come from these concerns. 
Foley wrote his O. K.“ on them and for- 


-waréed them to Kerr, who made out bogus 


checks in payment. 

Then he indorsed the check with the name 
of the firm, rubber stamps having been se- 
cured for the purpose. Each forged indorse- 
ment @irected that the check be payable to 
the Standard Printing company. Then in- 


| dorsing with the Standard company’s stamp 
7 and the signature of H. J. Eyears, cashier,’’ 


he deposited the check to the imaginary 
firm’s account in the Northern Trust com- 
pany. The conspirators had $13,000 in the 


| bank at one time, but lost heavily later. 


Eyears, who is a clerk in the Rookery offices 


| paid $5 a month for the use of his name as 
cashier, but insisted he knew nothing of the 
scheme to defraud. He is a brother-in-law of | 
nue. 
| beben Is Attracted. 

The embezzlers could not stand pros- 
perity and began to draw checks on their 
accounts for ali living expenses. Then came 
the fruit company’s inquiry. As soon as 
Mr. Revell’s attention was attracted, he be- 
gan an investigation. He placed the mat- 
ter in the hands of the Mooney & Boland 
Detective agency and Manager W. J. Suther- 
land superintended the inquiry. | 

A week ago last Saturday Kerr and Foley 
disappeared, and on their failure to return 
for the afternoon's work the detectives 
started on the search. The prisoners now 
say they noticed the air of suspicion in 
which they moved and concluded to decamp. 
They spent that night at the Transit House 
in the Stock-Yards, registering as Hughes 
and Rice. | | 

The next day they separated, Foley re- 
turning to his home and Kerr going as far 
as Windsor Park, where he became snow- 
beund. The next morning he went by train 
to Ritchie, III., drove five miles to the 
farm of his cousin, Charles Finger. He was

‘The trouble had been brewing all after 


noon. When it came time to open up the 
polls the Tinker judges had not yet ar- 
rived. 

The first shot was fired on Twelfth street, 
just south of Linden. Rumor has it that the 
first man to draw a revolver was a negro, 
Arthur Gardiner. As soon as the shot rang 
out the street about the polling place became 
the scene of the fusillade. Every man drew 
one of two revolvers. 

Judge John J. Ryan ran out from his desk 
to the street and shot squarely at a negro 
advancing upon the booth gun in hand. 
There was no time to make arrests, but the 
police, under Sergeant Quinlivan, rushed 
upon the bolder rioters, attempting tp: dis- 
arm them. 


Police Falls Wounded. 

It was while he was arresting George Mun- 
roe, who had resisted the attempt to disarm 
him, that Sergeant Quinlivan was shot. De- 
tective McGrath ran to his assistance, dis- 
armed the negro, and, in the midst of a scat- 
tering fire, wrapped a handkerchief about the 
sergeant’s wounded leg to stop the e of 
blood from a severed artery. 

Ten policemen were on a 
few moments, and succeeded in quelling the 
riot and dispersing the 200 negroes who had 
figured most prominently in the affray. 

After order had been restored, it was found 
that the ballot box had been stolen. Every 
judge and clerk had been at the windows or

Men from Chicago Arrested. 
Alleged repeaters from Chicago, to the 
number of twenty-two, were arrested earlier 
in the day by detectives, acting on informa- 
tion sald to have been received by the 
local department from Chicago. Charles G. 
Brown, whe claims to be a resident of 
St. Louis, says the men came from Chicago 
upon his solicitation. He alleged that he 
nad a contract with a representative of 
the Tinker supporters to secure the men. 
According to the claims of the local police, 
the mem were to be armed and set against 
“Bad Jack Williams’ gang of repeaters. 
News reached the police here, Assistant 


Chief of Detectives Smith said today, that 


a gang of repeaters from Chicago had start- 
ed for St. Louis to work at the primaries. 
Orders were issued to the detectives to look 
out for them. Last evening detectives ar- 
rested James Moore and James Dugan, alias 
Kelly, at Broadway and Washington avenue. 

Two other parties said to be of the same 
crowd were arrested later in saloons.

Judge Noyes Scored for Ahetting Was- 
nisten Lobbyist in Pirating Through 
Purchase of Jumpers’ Titles—United 
States Court Holds Man Guilty of 
Contempt for Defying Itq Writs— 
Story of Scheme to Secure Ten Mil-

In the United States Court of Appeals today 
Alexander MeKenzie, who tried to grab $10,- 
000,000 of mining claims in Nome, was sen- 
tenced to one year in the county jall for con- 
tempt of court. This contempt consisted in 
two refusals to obey a United States writ. 

Judge Ross, in his sentence, denounced the 
actions of McKenzie and Judge Noyes as in 
violation of law and justice. He declared 
flatly that their action was high-handed and 
illegal, and he said: 

“It speaks well for the good, s0- 
ber sense of the people gathered on 
that remote shore that they depended upon 
the courts for the correction of the wrongs 
perpetrated. And it is well in these days 
of the rapid extension of our national domain 
for all persons to remember that courts 
which respect themselves will never ‘tolerate 

disobedience of their lawful orders, 
ts, or judgments, wherever committed 
thin their lawful jurisdiction.” 


; Buy Claims of Jumpers. 
The story of the combination of Judge 
Noyes and Alexander McKenzie to secure 
control of the best paying mines at Nome is 
one of the most remarkable in recent his- 
tory. McKenzie, who was a Washington 
lobbytst, interested Senator Carter of Mon- 
tana, Senator Hansbrough of North Dakota, 
and others in a mining company which he 
called the Alaska Gold Mining company of 
Arizona. Its capital was $15,000,000, but not 
a dollar was paid up. McKenzie’s plan was 
to buy jumper’s claims at Nome, and then, by 
the aid of Judge Noyes, he held and worked 


rightful owners. 

McKenzie and Noyes landed at Nome on 
July 21, last year. McKenzie already ed 
three or four jumpers’ claims. The day after 
they landed Noyes appointed him receiver of 
these claims. They were the richest claims 
in Nome, owned by Lane and by the three 
Swedes who discovered Nome. Judge Noyes 
fixed McKenzie’s bond at $50,000, although 
he was to handle millions. Even when Mc- 
Kenzie had $800,000 of gold dust in hand 
Noyes refused to increase this bond. Then 
McKenzie bought other claims, and the Judge 
promptly appointed him receiver, 


| Judge Laughs at Writs. 

Judge Noyes laughed at writs secured here, 
but finally Deputy United States Marshals 
were sent to Nome. McKenzie was seized, 
his safe broken open, and he was shipped to 
this city under arrest. Here McKenzie was 
tried under charges of heavy embezzlement 
from mine owners, but after a bitter fight a 
compromise was made on Jan. 31, by which 
title was cleared to ten miles of Nome claims 
and all McKenzie’s accounts were eden 
and sults against him dropped. 


FIRE DESTROYS PLAN or

The 
police should get their evidence before they 
make their arrests, and not ask for a con- 
tinuance while they go out and hunt for evi- 
dence to justify their acts. N

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TO TAX BRITISH LAND VALUES. 
The general cause of local government’ 
in Great Britain is vitally concerned in et- 
forts which will be made in the coming 
session of Parliament to procure legisla- 
tion authorizing a direct tax upon ground 
values for local improvements. 

Three bills will be presented for this 
purpose. The first, which was before thé 
last Parliament, will be promoted by the 
City of Glasgow, and according to its title 
will provide “for the taxation for local 


Scotland.“ The second has been formulat- 
ed under the instructions of a conference 
of London taxing authorities and provides 
for the “separate assessment of land and 
the rating for local purposes of land values 
in England and Wales.” | The third has 
been prepared after much deliberation by 
the London County Oouncil to provide for 
the rating of site values in the administra- 
tive of London.” 
According to established practice, local 
revenue in Great Britain is derived chiefly 
from the rates; that is, from payments 
assessed against and collected from the oc- 
cupiers—usually tenants—of premises and 
based on the rental value of the latter. 
These bills register an effort to increase 
local revenue by laying “town lands under 
direct tribute. They accord, too, with a 
recommendation made by the Royal Com- 
mission on the Housing of the Working 
Classes, and it is believed that the applica- 
tion of the principle involved to vacant 
land would stimulate building and so in- 
erease the supply of houses. They are also 
counted upon, if adopted, to shift somewhat 
the burdens of taxation from weaker to 
stronger shoulders. Their principle would 
work an important departure in British

“VALVE OF A SPECIAL JUBY LAW. 
. A few years ago the New York Legisla- 
ture passed a law ereating a Special Com- 
missioner of Jurors, whose duty it is to sift 
the undesirable materials out of the general 
panel, creating a special panel from Which 
juries can be @rawn for criminal trials 
without the usual annoying delays. In the 
Molineux case it took twelve days to select 
a jury from the gemeral panel. In the sec- 
ond Kennedy trial, recently begun, it took 
only five. hours to select a jury from the 
‘special panel. The difference iHustrates the, 
value of the preliminary winnowing. The 
quick work in choosing the jury that tried 
the Bosschieter murder case in Paterson, 
N. J., was due to a similar system in that 
State. 
The New York Commissioner simply’ ap- 
‘plies the ordinary tests to all the possible 
jurors to see if they are fit for intelligent 
and unbiased jury service, and the unfit are 
rejected. Of 37,864 persons on the general 
pa nel so examined only 3,100 were accepted 
and enrolled on the special panel. The ac- 


tions, but they were all men well qualified 
for jury service. In the sifting process 
6,172 were rejected for scruples against the 
death penalty, 3,975 for refusal to convict 
on circumstantial evidence, 4,474 for fail- 
ing to come up to the legal requirements ag 
to character and intelligence, 3,407 for prej- 
udice against a law of the State, 1,924 for 
admitting that a failure of defendant to tes- 
tify would prejudice them, and so on, until 
over 84000 had been rejected. It is not 
strange that the remaining 3,100 furnish 
materials from which a good jury can be 
quickly drawn. 
This preliminary work saves the time of 
the court; counsel, and witnesses, besides 
saving money for the taxpayers. When this 
sifting of jurors is done by counsel at the 
beginning of every trial it wastes days and 
sometimes weeks of valuable time for all 
concerned. The jurors first accepted must 
sit through the tiresome process, and are 
often wearied and disgusted before the tria) 
begins. By the special panel system the 
work of impaneling a jury is simplified, and 
the jurors go to their work fresh and vigor- 
ous. The plan adopted in New York is a 
decided improvement and might be adopted 
with benefit in Illinois. A method of expe- 
diting business such as this is a vast im- 
provement on the ordinary expedient of 
adding to the number of Judges

SNOW-REMOVING STREET 
One of the most remarkable adaptations 
of mechanics in this age is the stretching of 
a line of power supply and the operation 
therefrom of cars through the open streets 
of a city. In the same street, however, an- 
other kind of work, quite as amenable as 
the carriage of people to mechanical treat- 
ment, is executed by methods absolutely 


No more striking contrast between prog- 
ress and inertia could well be fonnd than 
that exhibited between passenger transpor- 
tation and snow transportation in the streets 
of this city. When a snow-storm begins 
mechanical snow sweepers range over all 
the car lines, not, however, to gather up the 
snow from their right of way and transport 
it to a. dump, but merely to cast it to the 
sides of the street. When the storm has 
ceased the car lines are free of snow, but 
none of this, although it has been handled 
once, has been removed, and if the precipi- 
tation has been considerable the sides of the 
street are rendered impassable. In the 
down-town district a motley army of men 
and teams is thereupon mobilized and the 
actual removal of the snow begins. It is 
shovgled into -wagons, these are driven, 
with much strain of horseflesh, to the lake

The space occu- 
pied by the tracks should thus be kept free 
of snow Guring a storm and the adjacent

That this much is practicable cannot be 
doubted. It is also possible that by a 
sweeping and accumulating arm extended 
from the side of such a snow car the snow 
could be gathered for a space of six or seven 
et on either side of the tracks, and further, 
that, through an appliance drawn by horses, 
the snow might be swept out of the gutter 
so as to fall within the reach of such an arm.

HE celebration of what is now called 
St. Valentine's day is several centurics 
: older than even Christmas, though the 
good saint himself was not “ beaten 
with clubs” and afterwards be- 
headed until the year 270 A. D. Incidental- 
ly it may be noted that the greater part 
of the remains of Saint or Bishop Valentine 
are still preserved in the church of St. Prax- 
edes at Rome, in which city a gate, now 
called Porta del Popole, was formerly named 
for him Porta Valentini. 

A good many years before the first Christ- 
mas the feast of LupercaHa was celebrated 
by the children and youth of ancient Rome 
during the month, of February. It was in 
the joint honor of Juno and Pan, and was 
marked by many gay and festive ceremonies. 
One of them wag the placing in an urn of the 
names of all the girls and young women in- 
terested in the celebration. To this urn ad- 
vanced one after the other the boys and 
young men. Each of them was blindfolded, 
and with unguided hand drew from the urn 
a slip on which was written the name of the 
girl who was to be his valentine during 
the next year. They did not call them valen- 
tines — those days, bat it amounted to the 

0 ng. 

The pastors and Popes of the early Chris- 
tian church looked upon this custom as a 
survival of a heathen superstition, and did 
their best to do away with ith. They knew 
it was an old and popular custom, and 
they were too wise to try to abolish 
it altogether, so they got up a scheme to 
change its form and purpose. They fixed 
upon the 14th of February, because on that 
day the good St. Valentine was martyred, 
-and because that was about the time when 
the heathen feast of the Lupercalia had been 
celebrated. In the place of the names of 
pretty girls they put in the urn the names 


led up as before to draw a name out of it. 
Instead of getting a sweetheart for a year 
each youth was supposed to spend the next 
twelve months in doing his best to imitate 
the particular and especial virtues of the 
saint whose name he had drawn from the 
urn. That is the way in which Bishop Valen- 
tine was made responsible for all that, has

years. 

Nobody knows how long the young men 
were satisfied to draw out the names of saints 
instead of those of pretty girls. Presumably 
„it was not long. At any rate the next any- 
body knows of the custom the girls had taken 
their old place, and the stern old Christian 
martyr Bishop Valentine had been trans- 
formed into the patron saint of love. 

One of the earliest of valentine writers 
whose work has been preserved down to the 
present time is Charles, Duke of Orleans, 
who was captured at the battle of Agincourt 
in 1415 and lived for twenty-five years. in 
England, Charles was a poet as well as a 
Prince in exile, and a good many of the fervid 
verses which be addressed to the various 
young women who catight his eye and in- | 
spired his fancy are still preserved in the 
British Museum. | 

Chaucer and Shakspeare both knew all 
about St. Valentine’s day, and both pro- 
fessional and amateur poets wrote verses to 
their various valentines during the fifteenth 
and sixteenth centuries. Mr. Samuel Pepys, 
whose celebrated diary is full of curious in- 
formation, makes it clear that in 1661 and- 
thereabouts it was a somewhat serious mat- 
ter to be chosen as her valentine by a pretty 
girl. ‘The man who was so chosen was 
obliged to buy for his valentine a quantity. 
of valuable presents, and Pepys counts 
himself lucky to get off on one occasion with 
half a dozen pairs of plain white gloves 
and one pair “‘ embroidered in silver.“ He 
tells also about Miss Stuart, a famous 
beauty of those days, who chose one rear the 
Duke -of York to be her valentine. Tha 
nobleman felt himself obliged to buy th 
lady a jewel at the cost of $4,000 before he 
was relieved of the obligation. 

“This morning.“ writes Pepys in his diary 
on St. Valentine's day, 1667, “‘came up te 
my wife's bedside (I being up dressing my- 
self) little Will Mercer to be her valentine, 
and brought with him her name written on 
blue paper in gold letters, done by himself, 
very pretty; and we were both pleased with 
it. But I am also this year my wife's valen- 
tine, and it will cost me £5, but that I must 
have laid out if we had not been valentines.”’ 

Two days later he adds: 1 find that Mrs. 
Pierce's little girl is my valentiné, she hav- 
ing drawn me, which I was not sorry for, it 
| easing off something more that I must haye 
given to others. But here I do first observe 
the fashion of drawing mottoes as well as 
names, so that Pierce, who drew my wife, 
did draw also a motto, and this girl drew an- 
other for me. My wife’s motto was Most 
courteous and most fair.“ 

As on Hallowe'en, so also on St. Valentine's 


day, there were a number of curious cus- 


toms, some of which lasted until nearly the

egg hard on St. Valentine's eve and should 
take out the yelk and fill the space with salt 
and then eat and go to bed without speaking 
or dri water afterwards the first man 
she should see on waking in the morning 
would become her husband within the year. 
That some young women were not even then 
willing to leave it all to chance is proved by 
the story told by @ young woman who wrote 
tn 1756. She ate her salted egg and went to 
bed, first making up her mind that a certain 
Mr. Blossom was to be her husband, no mat- 
ter. what else might happén. To make sure 
that there might be no mistake about it I 
lay abed and shut my eyes all the morning 
till Mr, Blossom came to my house, for I 
would not have another man before him for 
all the world.“ 

A hundred years ago there was no such 
thing as a v. tine on the market. Every 
man had to make his own: The most elab- 
orate were made of paper carefully foided 
and then cut with the scissors along the 
creases, so that when unfolded they were 
edged and ornamented with bleeding hearts, 
cupids, turtle doves, and other tender sym- 
bols. It was also necessary that each valen- 
‘tine sender should be abie to string rhymes 
together or should have a confiden friend 
who possessed the faculty. These rhymes 
were written with a quill pen on the orna- 
mental paper, and the whole was sealed with 
A bit of red wax, stamped with a heart, and 
delivered at the young woman's residence by

Residents Oppose Granting of 
Franchise to N orthwest- 
ern Elevated. 


SAY THREATS ARE USED. 


Company Talking of Running 
“L” Structure Through Their 
Back Yards. 


COUNCIL TO INVESTIGATE. 


That the Northwestern Elevated rallroad 
company is attempting by threats and intim- 
idation to force frontage consents for a sur- 
face line in Wilson avenue through Ravens- 
wood was charged by Aldérman Freeman 
K. Blake before the Council Committee on 
Railroads yesterday. Protests from citizens 
against the passage of an amendment to the 
Northwestern ordinance granting the privi- 
lege were heard by the committee, and a sub- 


‘committee was appointed to investigate. 


According to Alderman Blake, property- 
owners representing a large majority of the 
frontage are opposed to the laying of tracks 
in Wilson avenue, which it is expected to 
make a boulevard. 

It has been represented to the property- 
owners that unless the consents be granted 
the road will bulld an elevated structure | 
through their back yards, 150 feet from the 
avenue, as the company has the right under 
its present ordinance. 

A letter from Attorney Alexander Clark, 
who has represented the elevated company in 
the matter to Charles Bassett was produced 
to prove the intention of the company in part. 
Mr. Clark directed attention to the power 
of the company under its present ordinance. 
The hint is conveyed that the bullding of an 
elevated structure will be the forerunner of 
Hat buildings along the avenue. 

“Such ground as yours,” said Attorney 
Clark in his letter, would become too valu- 
able for the kind of residences that now oc- 
cupy it and they would be moved out of the 
way for large apartment buildings. . . 
The improvement is too great for the benefit 
of the territory to be stopped by local senti- 
ment. It would seem better for the property- 
owners to give attention to securing the best 
service rather than to oppose a superior and 
less damaging one than the company already 
has the right to build.“ 

Alderman Blake said that while the prop- 
erty-owners were in the majority against 
granting the consent the railroad company 
head made the threat to buy frontage con- 
gents. 

The subcommittee, with Alderman WIIIts- 
ton as chairman, was appointed to investi- 
gate the matter. The citizens forming the 
delegation which laid the protest before the 
committee was headed by Irving Washing- 
ton, President of the Ravenswood club and 


town ap Hold Back Money. 


City Controller Kerfoot has asked Corpora- 
tion Counsel Walker for an opinion upon his 
Tight to demand that the Town Collectors 
hand over taxes collected. The fact that the 
collectors have made no returns as yet, al- 
though obliged by the law to hand over 
money in thirty days after due notification, 
has made it necessary for the Board of Edu- 
cation to borrow money for the payment of 
teachers at 4 per cent interest. This will 
have to be repeated for the February salaries 
— — the city receives money from the col- 

ectors. 


Suit to Reform City 8 


The Judges of the Circuit Court have been 
called on to decide whether the City Treas- 
urer is authorized under the law to include 
all money paid on cial assessment taxes in 
@singlefund. Controller Kerfoot and Mayor 
Harrison have called the question before the 
court in mandamus proceedings to compel 
‘Treasurer Ortseifen to separate the special 
Assessment funds now in his possession and 
hereafter Keep a separate account of the 
sums received by the city on each special as- 
sessment. 

A petition haa been filed in the Superi 
Court in the name of Robert C. Givins of th 
Taxpayers’ Protective association asking for 


the issuance of a writ of mandamus to com- 


pel the payment of rebates due on taxes paid 
several years ago. The amount involved di- 
rectly is but $60, but it is hoped by the plain- 
tiff that the action will establish a precedent. 


FIREMEN WIN THEIR STRIKE. 


Demands for Higher Pay in the Bryan 
Lathrop Buildings Are 
Granted. 


An agreement was ne -readhed yesterday be- 
tween the Stationary Firemen’s union and 
Thomas A. Hall, representing Bryan La- 
throp, by which the A evyr was granted its 
demands for an incr in wages from $50 
to $60 a month, and the strike was ended in 
the Old Colony, Monon, Caxton, Calumet, 
an veral other down-town office buildings. 
A delegation from the union, with repre- 
sentatives of the Building Material Trades 
Council and the Coal Teamsters’ union, vis- 
ited Mr. Hall and gave him to understand 
that unless the demands of the firemen were 
granted the teamsters would strike in sym- 
pathy with the firemen and prevent the de- 
livery of any coal to the buildings.

SIGNS THE RECEIPT BOOKS. 


John Unruh, a driver for the American Ex- 
press company, was arrested yesterday on 
the charge of stealing packages intrusted 
to him for delivery. In‘his room at 614 West 
Lake street, opposfte the police station, were 
found goods valued at more than $1,000. Un- 
ruh confessed that he had been stealing ex- 
press packages since last July. Mrs. Unrun, 
who separated from her husband a month 
ago, and Harry Delaney, waiter in a restau- 
rant at 619 West Lake street, were also ar- _ Ju 
rested. It is not thought that Mrs. Unruh 
had anything to do with the thefts. 

Piled in Lieutenant O' Hara’s office at Lake 
street Station are bundles of valuable silks, 
dress goods, sultings, silverware, lace cur- 
tains, and other articles. Besides the recov- 
ered property Unruh confessed, the police 
say, to having disposed of the contents of a 
number of the Which 


Unruh drove a night wagon for he com- 
pany, and it was an easy matter to drop 
packages at convenient places and return. 
for them when released from duty. The 
stealing was concealed, the police say, by 
false signatures on the receipt book. Unruh 
had been employed by the company eighteen 
months, and in his confession declares that 
he has been taking packages from the com- 
pany since July last. After the separation 
from his wife Unruh rented the flat at 614 
West Lake street. His wife moved to 281 
West Ohio street. Unruh and Harry De- 
laney, who was employed in a restaurant at 
619 West Lake street, were soon fast friends. 
Frequently Unruh would drop into the place 
and leave in Delaney’s care a package. He 
did this on Saturday, when Lieutenant 
O’ Hara sat in the rear of the restaurant eat- 
ing. He noticed the two had an earnest con- 
versation, apparently about the package, 
and then Unruh left. The Lieutenant’s sus- 
picions were aroused, he made inquiries, and 
learned that such actions were of frequent 
oceurréfice. Investigations made on Sunday 
convineéd. the police that they had unearthed 
a steal of unusuél dimensions. Inquiry at 
the American Express company’s office elic- 
ited. the fact that many e had been 
missing. 


Find Goods in Trunk. 

8 morning Delaney was arrested 
and later Unruh was found in his flat. In a 
huge trunk were found the different articles 
which were conveyed to the station. Unruh 
at first insisted that the goods belonged to 
him, but eventually he confessed the theft. 

A second trip was made to the residence of 
Mrs. Unruh and there a number of silk skirts 
and other dress materials, which, she said, 
had been given her by her husband before 
they separated, were confiscated. 

Mrs. Unruh declared she had no knowledge 
of their being stolen. ‘‘ When we were living 
together in Austin avenue he frequently 
brought home goods, which I made into 
dresses. He said he had purchased them 
cheap from a fellow and that he wouldn’t be 
surprised if he had stolen them,”’

Joseph H. Lund 4 Wins His Damage Suit

Ine “ pony express business won a sub- 
stantial victory in the United States Circuit 
Court yesterday in a test case against two 
large corporations. The plaintiff, Joseph H. 
Lund of Elgin, secured a verdict of $2,000 


railroad company and the United States Ex- 
press company. The finding of the jury gave 
assurance that the courts will not tolerate 
interference on the part of the big express 
companies with the private business of indi- 


commission—the pony express system. 

Lund is a purchasing agent of Elgin. Early 
in 1895 he began taking orders from the mer- 
chants and residents of his town for pur- 
chases in Chicago. He came to Chicago on 
the early morning train and returned the 
same evening of each day. He would carry 
the packages or ship them free as 
The express companies objected, and the 
railroads are said to have agreed to refuse 
franking the packages as baggage. 

On April 1, 1698, Lund was arrested at the 
Union Depot and taken before Justice Doyle. 
The railroad failed to make out a case against 
him and suit for damagesresulted. |

Superintendent Cooley says a com- 
mercial education in the high school is his pet 
idea. 

The Philadelphia school was erected and 
equipped at the cost of nearly $1,000,000. 
Superintendent Cooley will investigate not 
only its operation, but as far as possible * 
evidence that may be had of the results 
movement for a commercial high school has 
been on foot for some time in Chicago, al- 
though lost sight of recently because of a 
lack of funds. 

“I believe the criticism of Mr. Shedd and 
Mr. Farwell concerning the commercie! edu- 
cation offered by our high schools was a just 
one, said President Harris. 1 think the 
high school course is too much on classical 
lines. The Board of Education is realizing 
this, however, and three years ago decided to 
open a commercial training school. Inquiries 
were made of a number of merchants in this 
city, and their suggestions proved extremely 
satisfactory. We were obliged at that time 
to abandon the project because of a lack of 


funda. 

The superintendents of schools and of 
some time ago steps were taken to imtroduce 
commercial studies into the high schools, 
thus making many of the studies which have 
heretofore been compulsory, optional, so as 
to permit a useful education in place of the 
classical course. The schools should educate 
equally for a professional or a commercial 
life, giving like advantages to children who 
have either aim.“
